A record turnout of Sierra Madre voters Tuesday fol¬ 
lowed the national trend in voting three-to-one for Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower. 

Sierra Madreans cast 3,386 votes for Eisenhower and 
Vice President Nixon as against 1,179 for Adlai Stevenson 

and Estes Kefauver. The __ 

turnout of 4,592 shaded the 
previous record of 4,451—set | 
in 1952—by 141 votes, and 
represented 84% of the 5,447 ; 
registered voters here. 

The President led his tick¬ 
et in a clean sweep of of- I 
fices here, as expected in 
this predominantly-Republi- 
can city.

The Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce has extended 
its membership drive for an obvious reason—so far only 
one new member has signed up. 

This situation, it seems to me, is a rather sorry com¬ 
mentary either on the membership campaign itself, on the 
Chamber of Commerce or on the approximately two dozen 
businessmen who could join the Chamber but haven’t. 

There are several compelling reasons to join the 

Chamber. 

The Chamber here, although its activities are limited 
by the size of its budget, performs many valuable services 
for all Sierra Madre businesses, not just for those who pay 
their dues. Unfortunately, the latter businesses support the 
Chamber almost entirely. The others, to use a term popular 
in labor unionsim, are free riders. 

The most direct way in which the Chamber helps the 
businessman is by devising and sponsoring promotions. 

This activity ostensibly stimulates business and puts more 
money in the pockets of businessmen. Although the inevi¬ 
table grumbling arises before, during and after every 
promotion, most of them successfully perform their 
function. 

The Chamber also promotes and advertises Sierra 
Madre in a manner designed to stimulate its economic 
growth. 

It’s the Chamber’s job to direct sales literature where 
it will do the most good. Street maps are distributed, 

directories printed, inquiries answered.
